REVOLT: IN CHINA 


London, July 23.—The Peking cor- 
respondent of the Daily Telegraph 
send. this message tonight: ‘‘The 
declaration of martial law — here, 
shows that the northern government 
admits its desperate position. This 
synchronizes with the creation of the 
complete econ'cederate government at 
Naking. Parliament has not yet 
been disso!ved, buf it is unlikely that 


it will survive a week. The prin- 
cipal newspaper organ of the Non 
Kwang party has been suppressed. 


The war news is battling, but foreign 
military experts now. believe that 
the south rners are in’ far greater! 
strenzth than has ben supposed, 
They are pursuing aggressive tattic¢s 
everywhere. . 

“A private despatch says that the 
southerners have not been repulscd 
from the Pukoa rail®ay.  Reinforee- 
nents are coming daily and Nwang 
Tung promises 60,000 troops, half of 
whith are due this week, 

Tt is important to note that the 
southern provin-es, which have not 
seceded, are only held in’ check tem- 
porarily beeause the tutuhs (imili- 
taryeovernors) are Yuan Shi Wai’'s 


nominees. 
GREAT EXPLOSION. 

+ ‘ All indications point to a great 
explosion in Ku Puch province. There 
is a general reluctance among the 
mercantile classes to hazard their 
lives and forces and the iron will of 
the southern forecs must — shortly 
bring all into line. The problem is 
insoluble, save by the fall of the 
present regime. Dr. Sun Yat Sen, 
the former provisional — president, 
issued a manifesto today, irrevocably 
backing the rebellion. He makes 
three appeals, the first to Yuan Shi 
Kai, reviewing the southern griev- 
ances, and declaring that just resis- 
tance to intolerable tyranny is no 
rebellion. 

“He concluded : ‘T am determined 
to oppose you as firmly as I did the 
Man hus, Retirement is absolutely 
your only course in the face of the 
present: crisis,’ 

“The appeals are addressed to the 
ollicials and the people and are ia 
the same wording. Dr. Sun Yat Sen 
said to me personally. ‘This fight 
will continue if it takes 10 years. I 
stake my life on the outcome.’ ”’

Nberta astray law 


The Alberta Astray Law Pres- 
cribes that the party who takes up 
immediately 
his 


aoastray animal must 
navify the brand reader nearest 


place to come out and examine the 
animal and take a copy of the 
brands, if any, on tho animal. Then 


an advertisement must be inserted 
in the nearest local paper and also 
in the Alberta Gazette: and, until 
the law is complied with, the holder 
of the astray cannot collect any fee 
for his trouble or feed. Prompt as- 
tion must be taken, the law being 
very strict in this matter. The brand 
readers are entitled to a fee of two 
Aollars for each animal they examine 
and mileage of 10¢ per mile for the 
first ten miles. The cost for reading 
the brands and the advertising is a 
Charge against the astray animal 
and must be paid when the animal is 
claimed. The party holding the ani 
mal is responsible for all charges 
until it) is sold or redeened by the 
owner, No charges for fecd are al- 
lowed between the 15th day of April 
and the 15th day of November. From 
November the loth to April the 15th 
aw fee of We per head is allowed for 
horses and cattle, dating from the 
day on which the notice is railed to 
the owner of the astray animal or to 
the Alberta Gazette, but not es-eed- 
ing the sum of $9.00. South of the 
town hip only de oon day is 
allowed for fed. and th» total cost 
is limited to $3.00.

WOMEN HOMESTEADERS 


No country can now afford to 
ignore the universal movement for 


the emancipation of women. It is in 
evidence cverywhere, although the 
flood has not always reached ‘the 


same levél. Variations, too, occur 
because all countries did not start 
on the same plane, and therefore 


what represented an advance in one 
did not mean even arrival at the 
stage from which another — started. 
Here in North America women havo 
broken into almost all the. profes- 
sions. There are lawyers, doctors, 
d ntists and even architects. Else- 
where, as in Britain, some of these 
avoeations are yet deharred. But the 
peculiarity is that even the most ad- 
vanced countries still continue to 
draw the line. It may be a little 
further forward, but it is 
and it does not always happen that 
every stop means the same progress. 
Nations that are liberal in some di- 
rections often exhibit extraordinary 
reluctance to follow concessions to 
their conelusions. 


In Canada this spasmodie conserv- 
atism exhibits itself in several ways. 
Women have gained admission to law 
und medicine and dentistry. But they 
may not ‘waz their pons in the 
pulpit,”” nor ean they 
homestead unless they are 
and heads of families. Why should 
this restriction be imposed? Certain 
conditions require to be fulfilled, and 


widows 


if they are, why should any woman 


be debarred who is willing to take 
the chance? The point is not at all 
whether all or any women may fail 
to comply with the regulations—it is 
wheth-r a woman who ean, should 
be told she cannot have the oppor- 
tunity. As Miss Binnie-Clark in her 
address delivered not long ago at a 
meeting of the Royal Colonial In- 
stitute, reported in the eurrent num- 
ber of “United Empire,’ Canadian 
women have taken up the matter of 
the land grant with a deep sense of 
the injustice of the present law. 
What they want is simply equality 
of opportunity. 


All men are not born farmers, nor 
for the matter of that are all wom- 
in. More men, in proportion, may 
adapt themselves to agriculture, but 
why should the women equally quali- 
fied be refused tha concession of a 
homestead. In many countries worrr 
cn do-the greater part of the work 
on the land, and they might just as 
well do it working for themselves as 
working for others. As a matter of 
fact, wemen have already made 
good ‘in the agricultural field and 
have displayed keen business — in- 
stinets in turning land to the most 


profitable account. Objections to 
their being afforded homesteading 


facilities are largely technical, and 
could) casily be obviated by altera- 
tions in the official regulations de- 
signed to prevent abuse of home- 
steading — opportunities. Officials 
have the habit of objection, but if 
they would only consider it, they 
would play the better part by exer- 
cising themselves, not in’ preventing 
a just improvement, but in turning 
it to better advantage.

Synopsis Canadian Northe- 
west Land Kegulations. 

Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may humestcad a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
Person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader, 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of threa years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may’ preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-omption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
tequired to carn homestead patent) 
aud cultivate fifty aeres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot. ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trivts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in cach of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Losses from lard hozs highly fitted 
is always greater than what we 
would sustain from our type of pig, 
but apart from. the loss due to death, 
hot weather will always. cause a 
shrinkage, due to lack of appetite 
and exhaustion. Even when taking 
hogs asfew miles to town im a 
waron at this season of the year, 
we have always followed the old cus- 
tom of takin: along a pail and’ every 
couple of miles drawing from — the 
roadside sloughs or ditcheg. = Pigs 
that Have been splash d over in this 
way, and have the additionas advan: 
tage of oat straw to lie on, can 
weather 9 hot trip much better than 
if they were left to pant and sweat 
for hours. It is alzo advisable to 
cover -the top of the box with boards 
or sacks to give the aminals — the 
nguch needsd shade. Do not cover up 
so much as to prevent free circula- 
tion of air. These preeuat:on: -hould 
be taken for humane reasons,, even if 
the shipper does not see the prospect 
of returns from his labor.

For all but a few days of 
the crop year now drawing to a close, 
wheat prices have ruled higher at Win- 
nipeg than at Minneapol!s and Duluth. 
The split between the Canadian and 
American quotations on the same 
grades of grain has varied from day 
to day, but nearly all the time since 
September ist, 1912, the Western 
Canadian farmer has had the advan- 
tage over the Western American far- 
mer. 

In 1911 the friends ‘of the trade 
agreement with Washington took the 
ground that the United States as a 
producer of wheat had passed its best 
days and could no longer feed itself, 
and that this country would have to 
Bupply the deficiency. The response 
of the American farmer was the pro- 
duction in 1912 of the greatest wheat 
and corn c.ops in the country’s his- 
tory, and the consequent piling up of 
an almost record quantity of wheat 
for export. According to the latest 
Chicago figures, since July ist, 1912, 
the United States has exported one 
and a half times as much wheat as 
Canada. The approximate figures are: 
United States exports, 121,000,000 
bushels; Canadian exports, 88,000,000 
bushels. The United States still has 
reserves of 156,000,000 bushels from 
last year’s crop of which it can spare 
perhaps 90,000,000 bushels to meet the 
European demand. 


_ Crop of 1,000,000,000 Bushels 

The Washington Government crop 
report forecasts an American winter 
wheat harvest of 618,571,000 bushels 
for this year as compared with a crop 
of 899,919,000 bushels last year and 
430,656,000 bushels the year before. 
The American spring wheat crop has 
also been planted under favorable con- 
ditions, {s dolng well and, barring ac- 
cidents, will break all records. In 
short, so bright {s the outlook that 
the largest grain house in Canada 1s 
prophesying a total American wheat 
crop of 1,000,000,000 bushels this sea- 
son, against 730,000,000 in 1912, 621,- 
000,000 in 1911, 685,000,000 bushels in 
1919, 683,000,000 bushels in 1909, and 
664,000,000 bushels in 1908. 

These figures do not encourage the 
view that the United States has 
reached {ts greatest development in 
the production of foodstuffs. The 
Americans have only begun to culti- 
vate their vast stretches of semi-arid 
lands, and with the steady extension 
of sclentific agriculture we are likely 
to witness still larger wheat crops in

Their 
wonderful adaptability, uncomplaining 
patience, untiring industry, great skili 
us craftsmen, and remarkable capacity 
for passive resistance have never been 
equalled, by any race, unless it be 
the persecuted Hebrew. This economic 
preesure has already led Australia to 
guard against the menace of a yellow 
immigration. Its effects are apparent 
also in the Straits Settlements, the 
Dutch Indies, the treaty ports of 
China. and the Russfan railway towns 
In these centres. the 
white workman has been hopelessly 
beaten in the stern economic struggle 
of life. Where the two live side by 
side the balance of economic power 
passes jnto ‘the hands of the Asiatic. 
Within the memory of the present 
gencfation the wealth of the Straits 
Settlements and of Hong Kong har 
been transferred to the Chinese. At 
Harbin and Tsitsihar, in Chinese ter- 
ritory, Russian railway porters may 
be seen carrying the luggage of first.

INDUSTRIAL GENTRES 
_ RAISE FAKIi VALUES 


Tho Highest Prices of Land In the 
United States Are in Manufao- 
turing Districts 


The Farmers’ Sun of Toronto ob- 
Serves: 


The average value of farm 
lands in the United States in 
1910, according to the United 
States census, was $83.40 as 
against $15.17 ten years before. 
The highest values are mostly in 
some of the New England States, 
in the Middle West and California, 
where they run up to $125 per 
acre and over, In a large part 
of Texas and some of the arid 
States of the West, as well as in 
considerable portions of the South- 
ern States, values run under $10 
an acre. 

The highest values are recorded in 


the industrial centres—in the New 
England States, in the rich Middle 
West, and California. In Texas, given 
over largely to ranching, with few 
noteworthy home markets, farm land 
values are scarcely “more than one 
third of those claimed for IJHnois 
Iowa and other States in the “Bread 
basket” of the Republic—a section 
that points triumphantly to its exhibit 
of scores of manufacturing centres. 
The lesson for the Canadian prov: 
inces ia obvious. The multiplication 
of industrial centres brings a corres- 
ponding rise in farm values. Eastern 
and western Canada are already learn 
ing this from their own experience. 


FLIGHT FROM FREE TRADE 


The Toronto News observes editor- 
fally: 

“With the approach of spring the 
flight from Free Trade England has 
begun again. Nowhere in the modern 
world is there so much of poverty 
and of misery as in the Mother Coun- 
try. Great Britain alone strives to 
fight a protectionist world. It is a 
vain battle against the gods. 

‘Cheap labor flows in from other 
countries. With this comes also cheap 
goods from other countries. Both 
forces rob British workmen of em- 
ployment and lower the conditions of 
living for great multitudes.

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HATCHERIES SOLVING 
FOOD FISH SUPPLY 


An Average Sized Fish WII! Propa- 
gate From 35,000 to 49,000 
Egys 
“How soon will our supply of food 

fish dst?” 

This is one of the questions of the 
day. Fisherics in the Great Lakes thet 
were Once very prolific are gradually 
diminishing in quantity cach year. 
The whitefish and the pickerel are 
very important food fishes, and re- 
spond so readily to artificial propaga- 
ion that there is, no reason for not 
sularging the scope of the present 

atcheries, end quadrupling the num- 
ser of fry planted in the Great Lakes 


ach year. The method in practice 
-t the hatcheries is decidedly in- 
eresting. The whitefish cggs are 


aken in Mevember, and those of the 
vickerel in May. The Bay of Quinte, 
nd. the fishing grounds near Killar- 
-ey on the Georgian Bay furnish most 
uf the eggs of the whitefish, while the 
Mckerel eggs are obtained from Lake 
furon and other well known fishing 
‘esorts. 

As the fish are taken from the nets 
the females are deftly taken in the 
sloved hand, held against the body 
the operator, while with the other ! 


xand he skilfully presses out the eggs, | 


which are temporarily deposited in a 
dail or tub. They are then fertilized . 
by the milt of the male fish, and the 
mass stirred up with a bunch of stiff 
feathers, 

As an average sized fish will yield 
‘rom 35,000 to 40,000 eggs, one can 
300n become lost in the almost un- 
countable number handled each sea- 
30n. 

After a day's catch of eggs has been 
gathered, they are treated to a num- 
ber of washings, then transferred to 
3lass Jars in the hatchery. These jars 
have a capacity of 150,000 whitefish 
and 250,000 pickerel eggs, and are ar- 
ranged on shelves. Each jar has a 
bell-mouthed glass tube reaching to 
the bottom, through which water is 
running constantly. This water is 
first pumped {nto an overhead tank 
and falls from there by gravity into 
each of these jars. The action of the 
water entering at the bottom and es- 
caping at the top keeps tne eggs in 
motion. If the water was to cease 
running for an hour tt is claimed that 
the eggs would merge into oa mass 
and so become spoiled. 

The eggs are attended to night and 
day by those in charge of the work, 
who, with a syphon and a feather 
separate the bad eggs from the good, 
the former being easily distinguished 
by their whitish color. 

At the end of five months, in the 
case of whitefish, the fry break from 
their tiny shells and are allowed to 
escape into a large tank, where they 
sport for a week or ten days, or untll 
there {is an opportunity of placing 
them in the lake. Pickerel cgga hatch 
out in six weeks, and the process of 
catching and caring for them is the 
same. 

The “planting” of the fish in the 
Great Lakes calls for good judgment, 
for were the small fry dumped in an 
unsuitable place they would soon be- 
come prey for every larger fish in 
that vicinity. 

The number of fish incubated in the 
various hatcheries each year is enor- 
mous. The hatchery at Point Edward 
has a capacity of 600 jars, which are 
used twice each year, and are capable 
of hatching 150,000,000 pickerel and 
90,000,000 whitefish during their re- 
spective seasons. 

Others et Sandwich, Wiarton, New- 
castle, and Port Arthur are working 
to their capacity, and aiding in every 
way the fishermen who depend on the 
product of these waters for their liv- 
ing.—-The tar Weekly. 


AGE OF THE EARTH 


Greek Church Estimates 7,511 Yeare 
—Germans Differ 

The inscription of the number of 
years that the elders of the Greek 
Orthodox Church believe to be the 
age of the earth on the commemora- 
tion tablet that was unveiled recently 
{n the Russian memorial church in 
Leipsig and the arrival of the new 
year have set the German encyclo- 
pedists discussing once more the age 
of the earth. 

It cannot be said that they have 
been able to impress the laymen that 
the question is within distance of 
definite solution, but there is no doubt- 
ing the interest of the curious col- 
lection of dates and estimates that 
the historians have brought with them 
into the debate. 

If one of the earliest calculations 
were accepted that the world was 
5,871 years old at the beginning of 
the Christian era, the world would be 
7,784 years old. There {s a reckoning 
of the Septuagint that makes it a few 
years younger, however, 7,647 years. 
And then there are the estimates of 
the Greek Orthodox Church, 7,511; of 
the Alexandrine calendar, 7,421; and 
of the Antioch calendar, 7,416. But 
there are other estimates in reserve; 
6,626 years, 5,921, 6,899, 5,897, 6,674 
{the Jewish estimate), and there is 
‘he reckoning of 2,692 years since the 
JIympiad, and 1,831 years since the 
{ight of Mahomet.
